Dear  Judge  Williams: 

On  June  17,  2005,  the  parties  in  the  above  referenced  matter  notified  the  Court  that  we 
retained  the  services  of  Harold  Himmelman,  a  JAMS  mediator,  in  the  hope  of  settling  this 
dispute.  We  also  requested  an  extension  of  the  discovery  schedule  from  June  27,  2005  to 
November  1,  2005.  The  parties  jointly  write  to  request  a  conference  call  to  discuss  the  status  of 
the  case  and  any  related  potential  discovery  and  scheduling  issues. 

We  participated  in  the  aforementioned  mediation  on  July  19  and  20,  2005.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  mediation,  the  parties  reached  a  settlement  in  principle  and  we  continue  to 
negotiate  the  specifics  of  the  Settlement  Agreement.  We  anticipate  that  we  will  finalize  the 
Agreement  by  November  1,  2005. 

While  we  fully  expect  the  parties  to  settle  their  dispute,  we  would  like  to  schedule  a 
conference  call  to  discuss  discovery  and  scheduling  issues  in  the  unlikely  event  that  the  parties 
are  unable  to  reach  a  final  settlement.
